As a result of the President's directive to Federal agencies to reduce 
their gasoline consumption (enclosed Presidential. memorandum of 


“i > 06% ~February 1, 1980), the General Services Administration (GSA) took action 


fine 


to reduce its consumption of motor vehicle fuel within GSA and the 
Interagency Motor Pool System (IMPS). The enclosed list of actions are 
being implemented by each of our regions to achieve the 10 percent 
savings in automotive fuels and the 10 percent mileage reduction required 
by the President. 


I am asking for your support, since several of these actions will require 
the cooperation of GSA personnel and your vehicle operators. With your 
assistance and that of your employees, I am confident that we will be 
able to effect a significant savings in gasoline consumed by the IMPS 
vehicle fleet. If not underway already, I strongly recommend that a 
similar program be established for your agency-owned and leased vehicles. 


If you have found other measures to be effective in reducing fuel 
consumption, please let me know so that we may benefit from your 
experience and share these ideas with the other agencies.

Because progress has been disappointing overall, 1 must ask 
all Departments and agencies to make extraordinary efforts 
to meet or exceed the 10 percent goal during the last quarter 
of this reporting year (January-March, 1980)-.

i am taking action to ensure that all Departments and agencies 
curtail gasoline consumption adequately during the remaining 
two months of this quarter. ee eam: 


< @irect that all Federal. departments and agencies, except — 


the United States Postal Service, reduce the mileage travelled 


by government-owned and leased vehicles by 10 percent during 


- the months of February and March,.1380, as compared to 


mileage travelled during the same period in 1979. This 
order applies to all commercially-designed motor vehicles - 


which consume gasoline. 


Agencies shall ensure that public transportation is used to 
the maximum extent possible and that other substitute methods 
of transportation are not used to circumvent the purpose of 
this directive. Agencies determining that this directive 
severely jeopardizes essential missions and. agencies that 
need assistance in establishing their baseline mileage 
Figures should contact the Administrator of the General 
Services Rdministration.

Reduce by 15 percent the number of miles traveled during the months of 


February and March 1980, as compared with miles traveled during the same 
period last year. This applies to Interagency Motor Pool System (IMPS) 
vehicles assigned or dispatched to General Services Administration (GSA) 
activities, ; 


Prohibit the use of privately owned vehicles as a substitute method of 
transportation. Public transportation should be relied upon to the 
maximum extent possible. — 


Notify all drivers of IMPS vehicles to inflate tires to the maximum 
level recommended by the tire manufacturer. 


Replace conventional radials with P-metric radials when replacement 
tires become necessary. . 


Ensure tuneups are performed when required. Review motor pool files for 
overdue inspections and advise agencies. Inform agencies that when an 
inspection becomes unreasonably overdue the vehicle assignment may be 
terminated. 


Check wheel alignment during preventive maintenance inspections, 
Ensure alignments are performed in accordance with the manufacturers’ 
recommended maintenance schedules. 


Increase emphasis on 55 miles-per-hour speed limit for all Federal 
vehicles. 


Consolidate dispatch travel requests to provide one vehicle to serve 
several users' needs, 


Cancel all current home/work GSA vehicle authorizations. Reinstate on 
case-by-case basis, when warranted. 


Affix a sticker to sun visor which outlines major fuel efficient driving 
habits. . 


Pursue driver training: 


a. Require regional representation at the Department of Energy's Driver 
Energy Conservation Awareness Training (DHCAT) program. 


b. Attendees will serve as regional instructors to train regional/ 
motor pool and other Federal agency personnel. ; 


c. Install energy consumption monitoring instrumentation on one IMPS 
vehicle at each motor pool for training.
